The
amendment directs the Department of Environmental Protection and the Department of Transportation
to report to the joint standing committee of the Legislature having jurisdiction over natural resources
matters on the outreach and field work activities undertaken by the departments and on the impact of the
rule not later than January 5, 2011. It also authorizes the committee to submit a bill to the First Regular
Session of the 125th Legidlature regarding suggested revisions to the rule.
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
